Notice shall also be 
given to the Planning Com- 
mission and the City En- 
gineer of such appeal and 
each shall submit a report 
to the City Council setting 
forth the reasons for ac- 
tion taken by the Commis- 
sion, or shall be represent- 
ed at the hearing.
